plies only to Porto ivico, involvint^ as it 
does the qui*stion of the ])ower to gov­ 
ern oiir new i)os.sessions outside the 
limitations of the eonstituf ion. is tlie 
most important measure wiiieh 
will 
come before this of)ngToss. Interest in 
the bill is intense anion^»- the members 
on both sides, and there is urgent de­ 
mand for lime. 
The demoerats are 
Bolidly arrayed against the measure 
and they will have powerful support 
from the republican side in Mr. ^le- 
Call (Ma.ss.) and Mr. JJtth'field (Me.), 
both able and forceful debaters. How 
far tlie I'epubliean disafTeetion will ex­ 
tend or \Nlielher it will endjinirer the 
bill it is iiiipossible to say at tJiis time. 


Mr. Payne. t)ie floor leader of tlie 
majority, refused to agr('e that a vote 
Bhould be taken ujion a substitute to 
be oll’ered by tlie minority. This sub- 
»titutf, which has not yet been framed. 


Frankfort, Ky., Feb. 30.—The dem­ 
ocrats had a session of the senate at 
nine o'clock, with, President Pro Tem. 
Carter 
presiding, 
and 
adjourned 
to meet again at 10:30. 
The re­ 
publicans 
adjotirned 
Saturday 
to 
meet at 11 o’clock, and the dem­ 
ocrats adopted this move 
to

possession of the chamber first.

senate convened at 10:30, both Carter 
and Marshall presiding. 
The repub­ 
licans. 
recognizing 
Marshall, 
ad­ 
journed after prayer,and led by Lieut. 
(Jov. Marshall the republican senators 
left the hall. 
The democratic sena­ 
tors. recognized IVesident Pro Tem. 
Carter, paid no attention to the repub­ 
lican proceedings, and continued in 
session. 


The house convened at noon, Speak­ 
er Trimble presiding. 
The journal of 
the democratic legislature sitting at 
Louisville Saturday was read.

UP TO THE FARMERS. 


The farniert of this part of the stats 
have it to s a y b e t h e l ’ the Wolverine 
sugar factory shall continue to do busi- 
nesfe in Benton Harbor or whether the 
plant shall be moved to some other 
locality. 


Laat year the majority of farmers 
who tried to grew beets lost money. 
The season was the most unfavorable 
one that could be iraarrined and the 
heavy iJoods in the sprinjr washed out 
half or more of the crop and replantinir 
was necessary. 
The drou^fht took the 
second planting. 
Of the four thousand 
acres of bopts planted for the local fac­ 
tory the crop gathered was only what 
one thousand acres would yield in a 
i?ood year. 
Of course, the grower lost 
money and so did the factory. 
Last 
year the wheat grower lost money also 
and a year or two before many berry 
growers did not make the eods meet. 


In 1898 the beet industry wüs started 
in Michigan. 
The season was favor­ 
able and the factory at Ray City and 
the growers in that vicinity both pros­ 
pered. 
So great was the dema.od for 
beet contracts in the vicinity of Bay 
City the following spring that two 
more factories were built and all three 
factories had all the contracts they 
desired. 
The failure of the crop last 
year has miitie the Bay City growers 
demand a price of the factories that 
they cannot afford to pay. 
Michigan 
rarely has a failure of crops and never 
two years in succession, but the grow­ 
ers about Bay City forget the profits of 
’98 and only count the loss of '!)!*.

tablished. when the furinerí? are used 
to the crop and have learned all abuuL 
growing it. it will he a bU'ssing to 
any 
c )inmunity. 
There 
is 
no dis­ 
trict so indepemlent us one of diver'-i- 
fied atrricult'ural industries. 
At tne 
present time the Wolverine company 
has contracts fur I.ulHi acres for this 
year and its aireiiis have been ?ent to 
Indiana to ?eeurti acreage. 
Ttiey be­ 
came discouraietl in trying to secure 
O.OOO acres of beets in Mieliigari. 


There is talk that another year the 
factory will be removed to Indiana. 
This report das not come from the 
ofMcittls of the company. 
They are not 
men to make threats, 
if it is ever ad­ 
visable to move the plant it will be 
done. 
Of course, if the farmers refuse 
to grow beets here the factory will be 
moved where beets can be secured. 


The farm owners of Berrien and Van 
Buren counties will make a mistake if 
they do not gtvi* beet growing a fair 
test. OLtier sections have fouial it very 
proUtable and the s.une would be the 
case here when the iiidu-try is thor­ 
oughly learned and under-iood.
